As its contribution to the encourage- 
ment of continued scientific research in 
dentistry, the Chicago Dental Society an- 
nounces its now famous nation-wide essay 
competition for the best essay reporting 
an original investigation in the field of 
research. A prize of $500.00 will go to the 
author of the winning essay and he will 
be invited to present it at the 82nd Mid- 
winter Meeting of the Chicago Dental 
Society at the Stevens Hotel next Feb- 
ruary. 

Any member of the American Dental 
Association, or of.a recognized foreign 
dental society, or anyone affiliated with 
a recognized institution in the dental 
field may apply for authorization to enter 
the competition. The contest is not lim- 
ited to research men having technical 
staffs and elaborate equipment at their 
disposal, but is open to any qualified 
person who believes he has something 
new and important to contribute to den- 
tistry.

WINNERS OF PREVIOUS AWARDS 


The first essay contest was held in 
1942 and, fittingly, a member of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society won the award. He 
was Dr. LeRoy E. Kurth and his subject 
was “Mandibular Movements in Masti- 
cation.” Dr. Harry H. Shapiro and Dr. 
Raymond C. Truex were the next year’s 
winners and their research was along 
much the same lines as Dr. Kurth’s. 
Their paper was entitled ““The Temporo- 
mandibular Joint and Auditory Func- 
tion.” The 1944 competition saw Dr. 
Irving Glickman of Boston carry off the 
award. His entry was entitled “Systemic 
Influences on Bone Changes in Perio- 
dontoclasia.” In 1945 another Chica- 
goan, Dr. John R. Thompson, won first 
place. Dr. Thompson’s essay had to do 
with “The Rest Position of the Mandible 
and Its Significance to Dental Science.” 

Last year the investigation that won 
the award dealt with caries control. Dr. 
Robert G. Kesel and his associates at the 
University of Illinois presented the results 
of their study, “The Biological Produc- 
tion and Therapeutic Use of Ammonia 
in the Oral Cavity in Relation to Dental 
Caries.” 


The dentist in undertaking the con- 
struction of a fixed or semi-fixed bridge 
must make a careful examination of the 
mouth with the aid of x-rays and study 
models. A common mistake in dentistry 
is the placing of a permanent bridge 
upon sockets immediately or shortly after 
extractions. This type of restoration re- 
gardless of the quality of its workman- 
ship can only be considered temporary 
in its merits. Changes in tissues are un- 
controllable and therefore a successful 
bridge is to be made only upon edentu- 
lous areas which have undergone the 
healing process of at least three to six 
months. Treatment partials, without 
clasps, should be inserted immediately 
after extractions for the above mentioned 
period. The span of the edentulous area, 
the length of the roots, crowns and the 
designs of the attachments on the abut- 
ment teeth are to be studied thoroughly. 
The soft tissues and bone in the mouth 
must be generally healthy or failure of 
the restoration is the ultimate result. The 
removal of cuspal interference and ob- 
taining a functional balanced articula- 
tion of the abutment teeth is the secret 
of a healthy, comfortable and durable 
restoration. The above factors are to be 
considered before operative procedure is 
begun. 


ATTACHMENTS 


In the selection of attachments one 
must depend on a full cast crown, a 
three-quarter crown or a modified MOD 
inlay for the main support; smaller in- 
lays in which occlusal rests are received 
can also be used. The principle of ex- 
ternal retention in cavity preparation is 
to be incorporated wherever possible. 
Full cast crowns on first and second

molars, three-quarter crowns on anterior 
teeth and first and second bicuspids are 
most desirable attachments. Two sur- 
face inlays are definitely to be discour- 
aged as main attachments. Local anes- 
thesia in the cavity preparation is a 
necessary procedure. Diamond stones are 
of great assistance in these preparations. 

Upon completion of the abutment 
preparation, full cast crowns are made 
on amalgam dies by the indirect method. 
Three-quarter or MOD wax patterns are 
obtained by the direct method and the 
use of a matrix in making patterns is op- 
tional. One should use the casting proc- 
ess in which a normal investment expan- 
sion is obtained. In melting gold one is 
to be cautious of overheating. A gold 
possessing a Brinell hardness of 120-140 
is most suitable. When the gold attach- 
ments are fitted, again a correct centric 
functional occlusion and a good contact 
point should be established. The de- 
sired shades are selected and a diagram of 
staining is recorded. Full plaster impres- 
sions are taken in lubricated trays: re- 
moval of the tray separately and split- 
ting of the impression is the only method 
by which the impression can be consid- 
ered accurate and of any value. 


WORKING CASTS 


Immediately after removing the im- 
pression from the mouth, the gold attach- 
ments and parts of the impression should 
be assembled. Low fusing metal, or a 
combination of low fusing metal and stone 
models are secured as master working 
casts. With the aid of plaster splints the 
operator or technician can determine the 
entrance of the finished bridge before the 
actual construction of the pontic¢s is be- 
gun. At this time the decision whether 
the bridge is to be fixed or semi-fixed is 
determined. The casts are properly ar-

WAGNER-MURRAY-DINGELL 
BILL STYMIED BY CONGRESS 


The controversial Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell Bill has been side-tracked so far 
as the present session of Congress is con- 
cerned. News dispatches from Washing- 
ton state that the administration feels that 
it is impractical to attempt to get the 
bill passed when adjournment is so near 
at hand. 

Senator Pepper, seeking to salvage a 
piece of the legislation, sponsored a sepa- 
rate bill dealing with health services and 
medical care for mothers during mater- 
nity and for children. His bill provides 
for federal grants to the states for this 
purpose. But, according to reports, even 
this bit of legislation will fail to pass be- 
cause members of the committee have 
not had time to study it. 


HINES HOSPITAL INCREASES 
DENTAL STAFF 


Nearly fifty per cent of the disability 
claims filed by veterans include applica- 
tion for dental treatment. Consequently, 
the Veterans Administration has _in- 
creased the personnel at the out-patient 
dental clinic at Hines Hospital to take 
care of their unexpected load. 

Veterans must present their honorable 
discharge certificates when applying for 
treatment, and their dental defects must 
be service-connected. 


BLUE CROSS 


Approximately one million people are 
now enrolled in the Blue Cross Plan 
(Plan for Hospital Care) which, getting 
down to percentages, means that every 
fourth person in Chicago belongs. And 
now, effective July 1, all veterans of both 
World War I and World War ITI will be 
eligible to enroll. This should add an- 
other 35,000 members. All coverage is 
being provided under the new compre- 
hensive certificate, which costs $2.25 a 


month for a family. After July 1 a vet- 
eran can enroll if his application is placed 
within 60 days following his date of dis- 
charge.

GENEVA DENTAL LABORATORY 
NOW FUNCTIONING 


After a number of setbacks due to lack 
of materials and trained help a dental 
laboratory has been established in Ge- 
neva, Switzerland, whose function is to 
supply dentures to the refugees from 
other parts of Europe. The funds neces- 
sary to maintain the laboratory are 
supplied by relief organizations for sup- 
plying dentures takes money and the pa- 
tients, for the most part, are destitute. 
These refugees had spent years wander- 
ing from camp to camp and from prison 
to prison before being interned in Switz- 
erland, and their teeth were in a frightful 
condition. Even so, they had to be prac- 
tically toothless to qualify for a denture. 

The Geneva dental laboratory is the 
only one of its kind in Europe, for it is 
not only a laboratory but a school for 
dental mechanics as well. It takes refu- 
gee children between the ages of 15 and 
21 and gives them a two-year course. 
Upon completion of their training these 
young people will have a useful voca- 
tion and, since there is a shortage of den- 
tal mechanics and will be for years to 
come, they should find it lucrative as 
well. 


WAR VETERANS FLOCK TO 
DENTAL SCHOOLS 


Two-thirds of the new dental students 
this fall will be war veterans according to 
Dr. Harlan H. Horner of the Council on 
Dental Education of the American Den- 
tal Association. His prediction is based

on the fact that so many members of the 
armed forces were either already en- 
rolled or preparing to enroll in the dental 
schools of the country when war broke 


out. In fact, the freshmen enrollment 
may exceed 3,000 students and surpass 
the previous high of 2,702 which was 
reached in 1942. 

This upward trend in applications 
means that a large number of students 
will be unable to secure admission be- 
cause of a lack of educational facilities. 
This is the first sign since the beginning 
of World War II that the number of den- 
tal graduates may keep up with the in- 
crease in population. But, even at this 
accelerated pace, the country faces a 
shortage of dentists for a decade or more 
to come. 


VETERANS FACTS 
AND FIGURES 


The veteran population of the United 
States was over 15,000,000 on April 30. 
Of this number 1,623,000 were receiv- 
ing unemployment allowances, 75,104 
were being rehabilitated as disabled vet- 
erans, 620,465 were receiving education 
or on-the-job training, and 1,838,241 
were receiving disability pensions or com- 
pensation. Only 133,293 veterans have 
negotiated guaranteed loans for homes, 
businesses or farms. 


SEPARATION CRITERIA FOR 
DENTAL OFFICERS 


The Army and Navy announced on 
May 29 that only a two-year period of 
service would be required of medical 
corps officers after July 1, 1946, but that 
a three-year period of service would be 
required of dentists. The reason for this 
discrimination is that, pending the induc- 
tion of the 1,500 dentists whom Selective 
Service has called up, it is necessary to 
maintain the longer period of service for 
dentists. As soon as a sufficient number 
have been inducted the criteria will be 
progressively reduced. 

If a dental officer is surplus to the 
command in which he is serving and is 
within two months of eligibility for 
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release, he will be discharged at once. 
The War Department will make every 
effort to see to it that all officers who 
have become eligible for release will be 
separated from the service at least within 
60 days after the date they become eligi- 
ble. 

Assuming that the foregoing orders are 
carried out, nearly 1,000 dentists will be 
released in the very near future. 


DR. JOHN MARCUS BECKETT 
1873-1946 


Dr. John Marcus Beckett died at the 
Woodstock Hospital on June 12 after a 
month’s illness. Surviving him are his 
wife, Mrs. Rose Amelia Beckett; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Carolyn Beckett Edwards of 
Crystal Lake; and a sister, Nancy Lenore 
Palmer, also of Crystal Lake. 

Dr. Beckett was a graduate of North- 
western University Dental School, re- 
ceiving his degree in 1904. He practiced 
in Chicago for 38 years, having another 
office in Crystal Lake the past 25 years. 

To the bereaved relatives, the officers 
and members of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety extend their sincere sympathy.

ticulated in an instrument which offers 
protrusive and lateral excursions. New 
Hue platinum pin facings are most de- 
sirable and they are fitted to the edentu- 
lous area. No pressure on the tissues 
should be exerted with any posterior 
pontics. In the anterior region, pontics 
must be fitted as snugly as possible to the 
soft tissues for esthetic reasons. Inter- 
proximal spaces are of tremendous value 
to the sanitation of the restoration and 
to the health of the surrounding tissues. 


PROCEDURE 


All pontics should possess a porcelain 
saddle and here again a hard gold should 
be used in the construction of the back- 
ings. The use of carbon points in the 
casting process is to be discouraged. 
When a semi-fixed bridge is being con- 
structed with a stress breaker in one at- 
tachment, the main attachment is com- 
pletely polished before soldering. How- 
ever, in the case of a fixed bridge where 
two pontics are to be soldered to both 
attachments the complete soldering 
should not be made from the master 
cast. The bridge must then be left un- 
soldered in between the two pontics and 
both sections are fitted in the mouth. A 
plaster splint impression is taken for the 
final soldering. This procedure is ad- 
vocated due to the precise relationship of 
one attachment to the other. With the 


changes in the master cast, due to the ex- 
pansion of the low fusing metal and 
stone, and discrepancies in the solder- 
ing process, one could hardly expect a 
correct relationship between the two at- 
tachments. 


No doubt this procedure, 


being a longer one, will ultimately com- 
pensate for the resoldering or perhaps the 
remaking of the bridge. 


ESTHETICS 


Anterior facings with the least amount 
of staining create the most natural ap- 
pearance—narrow silicates, brown hair- 
lines and gingival brown are the simplest 
and most effective. A ceramic light and 
small portions of concentrated pink ce- 
ments are ideal for the cementation of 
facings of the finished bridge. 

The occlusion of pontics should be 
carefully checked and at no time are the 
pontics to be longer in lateral excursion 
as this would definitely result in a break- 
age of the porcelain facing regardless of 
the amount of incisal gold. This often 
necessitates the grinding of the opposing 
teeth. Besides function the two impor- 
tant features in a good bridge are es- 
thetics and durability, and unnecessary 
grinding on a completed bridge often 
results in the destruction of both. 

Local anesthesia is employed in the 
final cementation of the finished bridge— 
it provides an opportunity for finishing 
the bridge completely and satisfactorily 
with the least amount of discomfort for 
the patient. 

Upon completion of the bridge the pa- 
tient should be instructed in the daily 
use of wide dental tape and interproxi- 
mal stimulation in addition to tooth- 
brushing. 

Within a month the patient is in- 
structed to return for the final check-up 
of occlusion and the proper home care 
of the restorations.
